New York, November 17.—Undue 
alarm at ‘America’s economic out- 
look is absolutely uncalled for. 
Panic rumors are “little short of 
criminal,” and the nation, while 
passing through its natural pro- 
cesses of deflation, looks forward to 
continued prosperity, in the opinion 
of authorities both in the east and 
west. 

That the country fs in for a win- 
ter of continued readjustment was 
the word, accredited to Herbert 
Hoover in a talk with the American 
Federation of Labor at Washington. 
He is further quoted as stating that 
the Breatest relief can be expected 
when America’s foreign trade gets 
to booming again. And on both of 
these points authorities questioned 
on the subject agreed. But, at the 
same time, all» united in the convic- 
tion that optimism, not pessimism, is 
the watchword. 

Two striking statements, one 
from Edward N. Hurley, of Chicago, 
formerly chairman of the federal 
trade, commission, Mater chairman of 
the United States shipping board 
and, since his retirement from that 
post, acepted as a leading authori- 
ty in the middle west on foreign 
and domestic trade; and the other 
from Charles H. Sabin, president of 
the Guaranty Trust company of 
New York, reveal the generally ac- 
cepted attitude of big business on 
the nation’e economic outlook. In 
response to inquiry sent to Mr. 
Hurley, he replied: 

Ignoring Centracts Hart. 
“The mad rush on the part of 
many men to cancél orders and con- 
tracts for materials over night as 
soon as the public indicated they 
were not going to continue reckless 
buying, @ 9s materially effected the | 
industries of the country. The 
larzer manufacturers have felt it, 
particularly those who have pur- 
sued a liberal policy towards thelr 
customers in acceyting reasonable 
cancellations. Almost every indus- 
try has been affected by these ruth- 
less methods of ignoring the sanc- 
tity of contracts and orders. It Is 
recognized that if prices are too 
high, it is to the“public interest 
that they should come down gradu- 
ally. Hence the business men of 
the county ‘are partially responsible 
for the present unusual business 
conditions, 

“Many lines of industry have been 
conducted in the past few years on 
a margin of profit which did not re- 
quire very mych effort on the part 
of sales organizations. Salesmen 
were out o fpractice—taking, not 
soliciting orders. The result is that 
it wlll require several months for 
them to become accustomed to new 
conditions, that is, hustling for new 
| business. The only way that you 
can change from a sellers’ to a buy- 
ers’ marke? is to create the demand 
through an efficient eelling organi- 
zation.

DEFEAT OF VENIZELOS 
CAUSES STREET RIOTS. 
Constantinople, November 17.—The¢ 
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Washington, November 17.—Sena- 
tors from the western and southern 
States are considering urging legis- 
lative action to revive the war 
finance corporation. They said today 
this was the only agency which 
could give immediate help to agri- 
cultural interests in the “appall- 
ing” situation resulting from the 
sudden fall in prices. 

A conference of western senators 

and representatives to discuss the 
matter will be called, it was stated, 
| when Chairman Gronna, North Da- 
kota, of the senate agricultural com- 
mittee arrives in Washington. One 
Suggestion is that congress adopt | 
& mandatory resolution directing the 
immediate revival of the corpora- 
tion. 
In an appeal to President Wilson 
to restore the corporation, Senator 
Dial, of South Carolina, wrote that 
he had discussed the matter with 
aged Houston, adding: 

“I must say that he does not 
comprehend in the least the situa- 
tion, or he dbes not desire ‘to assist 
the American producer, and I fee] 
that it is absolutely useless for any 
one to confer with him further on 
the subjest.’ 

“I have conferred with all the 
leaders.of our party,” the senator’s 
letter continued, “and I have not 
yet found a single man who does 
not agree that the war finance cor- 
poration should resume operations 
at once.” 

The executive committee of the 
}national board of farm organiza- 
tions will meet here next Monday 
for possible relief measures. Dele- 
gations named at the recent agri- 
Cultural conference here also asked 
‘Secretary Houston to rehabilitate 
the war finance corporation and 
were met with the statement that 
it was not necessary, ~the secretary 
quoting exports to: show the amount 
of agricultural products which have 
moved overseas.

Wells Is Dying 
F; romPoison Dose 
Assert Docto rs 


The body of Fred D. Shepard, 
wealthy peach grower of Houston 


county, was exhumed for a second 
time at Fort Valley yesterday fore- 
“noon, under conditjons of secrecy 
and mystery, and a second autopsy 
held. News of these latest develop- 
ments was kept secret all day, no 
statement being forthcoming from 
the officials until 6 o’clock. 

Dr. John Funke, Atlanta pathol- 
ogist and physiologist, who had 
been hfirriedly called into the case, 
arrived in Atlanta last night with 
the othér portions of Shepard’s 
body, which he will examine this 
week fn an attempt to fix the exact 
cause of the death. 

The results of the analysis made 
recently by Dr. Everhart,” said Dr. 
Funke on arrival in Atlanta, “cadsed 
the authori‘es to re-exhume the 
body for ft rther investigation. I 
am unable: . say how long it will 
be before I can make a report, be- 
cause I have not started yet. Sev- 
eral days at least will be necessary. 

- J do not care to say anything re- 
garding the poison theory.” 
Serious Evidence Indicated. 

The fact that the second autopsy 
was based upon results’ of the 
earlier chemical analysis of Shep- 
ard’s viscera seems clearly to indi- 
cate the authorities have obtained 
evidence of a very serious nature. 
Mystery was added to the proceed- 
ings by the secrecy with which they 
were conducted. The body was ex- 
humed in the forenoon and was 
ready for examina@ion before the 
investigators arrived. The actual 
autopsy consumed less than. twenty. 
minutes. The body was found to be 
in good condition. 

The autgagy was performed by 
Dr. Funke, Dr. M. 8S. Brown and 
Solicitor General Garrett, in the 
presence of the coroner’s jury. Dr. 
Funke then brought the organs .to 
Atlanta in glass containers. Follow- 
ing the former autopsy, when the 
viscera was removed, an analysis 
was made by Dr. Everhart. It was 
upon his secret report that the pro- 
ceedings of yesterday were based. 

At Wednesday’s autopsy, the 
aehophagus was removed, together 
with the intestinal tract anda sa 
ple of the lungs, and the bladder 
was drained. Dr. Everhart will cen- 
tinue his analysis of these organs, 
while Dr. Funke will conduct his 
pathological and psysiological in- 
yestigation. - 

All developments were kept un- 
der a cloud of mystery, nothing be- 


New York, November 17.—A se- 
ries of disclosures tending to sup- 
port what he declared to be a “com- 
plete lack of adequate accounting 
systems,”\‘in the handling of gov- 
ernment funds, were made here to- 
day by Martin J. Gillen, a witness 
before the Walsh congressional 
committee investigating the affairs 
of the United States shipping board.

The name of Prgsident-elect Har- 
ding was brought into the. record 
when Gillen said he had informed 
Senator Harding that it was the 
duty of congress to see that only big 
men, capable of handling affairs en- 
trusted to them, be appointed to all 
departments. He said appointments 
should be confirmed by the senate 
only when it is determiged that th 
men named are capable and effi- 
cient, 

“It has been conceded,” he said, 
“that but few men: connected with 
the emergency fleet corporation had 
an expert knowledge of accounting,” 
and he also said that it was due toa 
complete breakdown of the account- 
ing system that the board had its 
main troubles, 

Figures in Billions. 

Figures used today “hy-the wit- 
ness ran into billions of dollars. He 
testified that one of the first acts of 
Chairman Payne when ‘he discover- 
ed the condition of affairs was to go 
to the secretary of the treasury and 
secure from him the _ services of 
Alonzo Tweedale, whom he made 
treasurer of the™board. ‘This was 
done about August 1, 1919, and he 
testified that among other condi- 
tions disclosed by the new treasurer 
were the following: 

There was no balance sheet show- 


ing what funds the board possessed 
or in what banks its funds were de- 


posited, 

There was no record in the hands 
of the board of securities valued at 
more than $240,000,000, which the 
board held. The securities, he 
added, were found in the valuts of a 
trust company in  Philadelphia,\ 
where they had been placed for safe- 
keeping. 

There was no record showing in 
detail how $2,500,000,000 had been 
expended up to that time. 

There was no record of account- 
ing with operators of shipping board 
vessels, nor no way of determining 
how much money belonging to the 
government they had in their pos- 
session,

Amounts Received by 
Brindell Ranged From 
$200 to $32,000 in Return 
for “Strike Insurance.”

Robert P. Brindel, president of the 
Building Trades council, one of the 
highest paid labor leaders in the 
United States, are on charges of at- 
tempting to extort money from con- 
tractors by threats of calling 
strikes. t - 

Collective extortion charges 
against Brindell, Special Assistant 
District Attorney. Richter declared 
in appealing to the court to place 
the labor leader under heavy bail, 
will aggregate $1,000,000. * 

After pleading not guilty, Brin- 
dell was held a prisoner in the crim- 
inal courts building for more than 
an hour, until his counsel could ob- 
tain the $100,0@0 bail bond necessary 
for his release. He was given nine 
days in which to amend or change 
his pléa or make necessary motions. 

The indictment, the second return- 
ed by the additional grand jury han- 
dling cases growing out of the leg- 
isbative investigation, contained 
three counts. In it Brindell was 
charged specifically with attempt- 
ing to extort $7,500 from Jacob 
Fradus, a house-wrecker, by threat- 
ening* to call a strike on a demoli-. 
tion job unless the money was paid 
him. 


Bail Protested. 

Vigorous protest wd® made to 
Judge Mulqueen in the general ses- 
sions court by Martin W. Littleton, 
counsel for Brindell, against the 
heavy bail. He said it was exorbi- 
tant, adding that “despite the con- 
Spicuous.news lines and disclosures 
made before the Lockwood commit- 
tee, the defendant has evinced no 
intention of fleeing the jurisdiction 
of the court.” 

Because he had refused to “pro- 
duce $25,000 for Bridell, Fraudus, 
upon whose testimony the labor 
leader was indicted, testified before 
the committee on October 28 that he 
“had been bankrupted and put out 
of business” by Brindell. 

Later, he said, he gave Brindell 
$1,000 for a letter which secured 
a $30,000 contract for a company 
organized by his son.

Two Ounces of Aconite. 
Family Claims It Was 
Accidental. ° 


C. H. Wells, well-known proprie- 
tor of the Wells Sign company, was 
believed to be in a dying condition 
at Grady hospital early this- morn- 
ing from an oVerdose of poison, 
which relatives claim was taken 
through mistake. 

Mr. Wells was taken to Grady 
hospital at 2 o‘clock Viglcotay 
afternoon. He is said to ve taken 
two ounces of aconite. .Members of 
his family stated late Wednesday 
night that he had been using aconite 
externally for rheumatism, and took 
a swallow of it through mistake, 
thinking it a tonic he had been 
using. 

It was first reportéd at the hos- 
pital that Mr. Wells had attempted 
suicide. Physicians stated that he 
had told them that he had taken 
the poison with suicidal intent be- 
cause of despondency, and that he 
had previously contemplated taking 
his own life. Relatives deny this, 
| however, and maintain that the pois- 
Oning was purely accidental.

Amount of Payments. 

The indictment of Brindell was 
not unexpected in view of the num- 
erous alleged graft payments testi- 
fied to by contractors before the 
legislative committee. Payments to- 
talling more than $100,000 were al- 
leged to have been received by the 
labor ‘leader during the last ten 
months. 

Amounts of payments alleged | 
ranged from $200 to $32,000, the lat- 
ter being paid by Hugh S. Robert- 
son, a builder, on account of an 
agreement to pay Brindell . $50,000 
\for “strike insurance and labor 
movement information.” Witnesses 
said Brindell and hié agents refer- 
red.to these payments as “commis- 
Sion,” “compensation,” “rake-off,” 
“our bet,” divvy” and “berries,” one 
“berry” signifying $1,000. Builders 
testified that Brindell had_ turned 
down offers of small amounts, de- 
claring that he was “no piker.” 
They characterized the labor lead- 
er’s attitude ag “bold,” @nhd said 
that unless they “came across” as 
directed, he would not hesitate to 
put them out of business.”

American Association for 
Recognition of Ireland 
Will Absorb Friends of 
Ireland. 


Washington, November 17.—Irish 
leaders from all over the country to- 
day completed organization of the 
American Association for the Rec- 
ognition of the Irish republic. At 
the same time the commission _ of 
seven from the committee of one 
hundred investigating the Irish 
question laid plans for opening to# 
morrow its hearings with two wit- 
nesses direct from fJreland on the 
stand. 

The hearings of the commission 
of‘ seven were to have started to- 
day, but receipt of information that 
John Durham, actin, mayor of Bal- 
briggan, and Dennis Morgan, of 
Thurles, would be present to tes- 
tify tomorrow resulted in the post-| 
ponement. Dudley Field Malone, for- 
mer customs collector at New York, 
also is on the list of witnesses for 
tomorrow, and after his aphear- 
ance on the stand he is expected 
to sit at the hearings as thé a 
torney for the American commission 
of Irish independence. 

The British embassy will not be 
represented at the commission’s 
hearing, formal declination of the 
commission’s invitation having been 
forwarded by the embassy today to 
Oswald Garrison Villard, of New 
York, editor of The Nation, who 
appointed the @ommittee of one hun- 
dred. In declining to send a rep- 
resentative to the hearings, the em- 
bassy declared: it could not approve 
the purposes of the inquiry and ex- 
pressed the belief that the only re- 
sult would be the spreading of prop- 
aganda. 

To Supplant Friends. 

The organization formed by Irish 
sympathizers after a conference 
with Eammon de Valera, president 
of the provisional Irish republic, 
was said to be designed to sup- 
plant the Friends of Irish Freedom 
as the leading’ Irish independence 
organization in the country. 

The office of the Irish inquiry 
commission announced tonight that 
plans had been perfected to send 
a subcommittee to Irelands soon to 
make a first-hand _ investigation. 
The personnel of the committee will 
be announced later. The project 
resulted, it was stated, from invi- 
tations to send such a committee 
received by the commission. in @ 
round robin signed by British labor 
party leaders, including Arthur Hen- 
derson, Robert Smillie, William An- 
derson and others, and similar pro~- 
posals from the Irish Catholic hier- 
archy and numerous persons /promi- 
nent in protéstant Ireland. 

Withdrawal of Raymond Robins, 
of Chicago, from membership in the 
inquiry commission also was an- 
nouneed tonight. His message to 
the commission expressed regret 
that pressing engagements would 
prevent his particfpation. 

Former Governor Joseph W. Folk, 
of Missouri, has declined the chair- 
manship of the inquiry commission, 
and also has withdrawn from mem- 
bership. His letter, made public to- 
night, said he felt that his connet- 
tion as “counsel for the Zaoloul 
commission, representing the people 
of Egypt,” made it ‘dnappropriate” 
for him to serve on the commission 
on Ireland, the investigations ef 
which should not have “even the ap- 
pearance of partiatity.” Mr. Folk

Ten Are Removed From 


Burning Kentucky Coal 


Mine — Bodies of Five 
Dead Are Recovered. 


Earlington, Ky., November 17.— 
With the sealing this afternoon of 
that part of the Arnold mine, which 
has been burning since late yester- 
day, when seventeen men were en- 
trapped, the death roll of the dis- 
aster has been definitely estab- 
lished at six. 

Rescuers early today found the 
entombed group of miners, with the 
exception of a negro youth. A 
thorough search was made in all 
parts of the mine for him today and 
when he was not found, the con- 
clusion was reached that he had 
been buried under fallen slate in the 
fire-affected area or that he had 
burned to death. 

When all hope of finding him alive 
had been abandoned, the fire was 
sealed, to remain so for a period of 
from thirty to sixty days. 

The entombed men, found early 
t.day, were not taken from the 
mine until noon today. The dead 
were removed to their homes and 
undertaking parlors, while those in- 
jured were taken to the company’s 
hospital here. Of the injured, only 
two are believed to be in a serious 
condition, and physicians tonight 
expressed the opinion that they 
would recover. 

According to the story told by the 
men who survived, two desperate 
attempts were made by them to run 
the gauntlet of flame and smoke 
and make their escape. They also 
endeavored to escape their almost 
certain destruction by means of the 
main air shaft. 

Failing in these endeavors, they 
barricaded themselves in the ex- 
treme end of the mine, but not 
before the area had been so filled 
with smoke as to’ suffocate the 
three white men in the party, two 
of the negroes and injuring the 
others. 

Rescuing parties gained entrance 
to the mine through the airshaft. 
and equipped with gas masks and 
aided by fresh air 
in the mine affected by reversing 
the air by means of air pumps, lo- 
cated the miners. Coffee and 
blankets were taken down to them 
and physiicans rendered first aid 
to those who were still alive.

New York, November 17.—

lantic steamship companies. The 
appointed receiver for eight At- 
Judge Mayer in an_ equity suit 
brought by Marsh and McLennan, 
New York insurance agents, claim- 
ing to be creditors of the compa- 
nies. 

The companies, said to be known 
‘as ‘“‘Morse lines,” were: ‘The Paw- 
nee, Englewood, Galesburg, Ascut- 
ney, Arcadia, Andalusia, Pequot and 
Atlantic Adriatic Steamship. corpo- 
ration. 

The claim as set forth in the pe- 
tion was for $27,325, for premiums 
of insurance on. vessels Qyv ned by 
the defendants. Outstanding obli- 
gations were said to exceed $1,500,- 
000. Assets were not given. 

The Atlantic-Adriatic corporation 
is the holding company; the other 
seven are subsidiary organizations 
named for the seven ships owned by 
the corporation. 

Falling freight rates were given 
as the cause for the “temporary 
financial difficulty” in which the 
corporation has found itself, in a 
statement by W. Davis Conrad, at- 


torney for the shipping board, is- 
sued through attorneys for the 
steamship corporation. 

Decision to bave a receiver in 
equity appointed was made at a con- 
ference with officials of the ship- 
ping board, his statement said, add- 
ing that shipping board officials 
stated “there is no criticism of Mr 
B. W. Morse’s administration of this 
company in so far as the facts are 
sat developed.” 

n connection with the appoint- 
ment of the receiver for this com- 
pany and other companies operating 
vessels purchased from the U. §S. 
shipping board, it is hoped and con- 
fidently expected that an improve- 
ment will enable the receivers suc- 
cessfully to restore the interests of 
these companies to the parties in in- 
terest,” added the statement.

Particularly does Tor bay teem with 
fascinating memories of the past 
Among the great names associated 
with it are those of the sea kings 
of Devonshire. Raleigh, Drake and 
Humphrey Gilbert: that of Napo- 
leon Bonaparte: that of William 
Ili and that of our own George 
Washington, to mention only a few 
of the most famed. 

With reference to the navy’s 
tribute to Washington, why, Wash- 
ington? you naturally ask. The 
father of his country Was never 
here, it is true. It happened, how- 
ever, that when, in 1799. the news of 
his death reached England, the 
British fleet, consisting of nearly 
sixty ships of the line under Lord 
Pridport. was lIvine in Tor bay. 
And the folk of this district like to 
recall the fact that, by command 
of the admiral, every one of these 
vessels half-masted its flag in 
honor of America’s first president. 

The Romans were here 1,500 
vears ago, and the sites of their en- 
campments are still to he seen on 
either side of the bay. Of another 
great event in local] history, the 
American «vistors Were reminded 
when they were shown over Torre 
Abbey by its owner, Captain Ca- 
rey, the lord of the manor of Torre. 
The terrible Spanish Armada. that 


ewent un the Enelish channel. cres- 


Orchardson’s famous picture of 
“Napoleon on Board the _  Belle- 
rophon.” This painting, which 
shows the overthrown emperor 
standing on the deck of the British 
warship which conveyed him, a 


prisoner, from France to England, 


might well have been painted ins 
Tor bay. for there it was that the 
Bellerophon weighed anchor while 
it was decided what should be the 
fate of the Man of Destiny. 

It was on the 24th of July. 1815, 
that the Bellerophon, with Napo- 
leon on board, cast anchor in Tor 
bay. and it was from Tor bay that 
Napoleon, on August 11, was sent 
into exile at St. Helena. In Tor- 
quay the festivities commemorat- 
ing the return of peace to Europe 
Were on a grand scale, for it was 
celebrated by a public dinner on 
Daddy Hole plain, and an open-air 
dance, in which, we read, “all class- 
es heartily joined.” . 


The first man to adort the meth- 
od of the hu.uger strike as a protest 
agaiyst his imprisonment was a 
Scotsr.an named John Scvt, who 
lived during the sixteenth century. 
Having been defeated in a law 4uit, 
and finding himself unable to pay 
he took sanctuary in the abbey of 
Holyrgod House, where he resolute- 
ly abated from food for thirty or 
forty days. His fame spread rapid- 
ly and he subsequently gave fasting 
exhibitions throughout Europe. 


In 1892 the Law Society of To- 
ronto extended to women the privi- 
lege of practicing in the courts of 
that city.

“There is to room in this country 
for any kind of autocracy—autoc- 
racy of government or autocracy of 
business; autocracy of capital or of 
labor; there is no room for mob 
rule or class rule,” said Austin L. 
Babcock, vice-president of the Guar- 
anty Trust company, of New York 
city, in an address at the forum 
luncheon given yesterday at the 
chamber of commerce council rooms. 
The address was heard by more than 
200 representative business men of 
Atlanta. Mitchell Dempsey, organ- 
izer, and Richard Temple, composer 
of the light opera, “The Atlantans,” 
were honor guests. 

“Deflation and its Problems,” was 
the subject of Mr. Babcock’s address, 
and his discussion of problems of 
interest to business men gripped the 
attention of the audience. 

“The process of deflation,” Mr. 
Babcock said, “is painful but neces- 
sary. The business man who blinds 
himself to the facts and refuses to 
face the issue is postponing his day 
of reckoning. The situation is 
viewed with no alarm by concerns 
and individuals who have conducted 
their affairs in a realization of the 
fact that what goes up must come 
down—that deflation must follow 
inflation. The laws of supply and 
demand are as inexorable as the 
laws of gravitation.” 


Credit and the Banks. 


In regard to the reports that 
banks have curtailed credit and 
forced liquidation, the speaker said 
that it was well to note that on 
June 30, this year, the total loans 
and discounts of all national and 
state banks showed an increase of 
six millions of dollars over the 
ne shown at the same date in

UKRAINIANS FLY 
BEFORE RUSSIANS 


Soviet Minister Sends 
Warning Note to Britain 
on Possible Action of 
Fleet During Wrangel’s 
Evacuation. \.

Warsaw, November 17.—(By thé 
Associated Press.)—The Ukrainians 
Mave evacuated Kiev and other 
towns they had occupied, and are 
fleeing defeated before the new 
Russian soviet offensive. The bol- 
shevik cavalry has swept through 
the Ukrainiag lines at _ various 
points. 

Three of General Petlura’s di- 
visions were surrounded by soviet 
troops when the Ukrainian left 
wing broke, because of bad com- 
munications. 


Copenhagen, November  17.—M. 
Tchitcherin, the Russian soviet for- 
eign minister, has sent to Earl .Cur- 
son, the British secretary for for- 
eign affairs, a wireless message in 
which he says that participation of 
the British fleet in the evacuation 
of General Wrangel in the Crimea 
weuld constitute a hostile act to- 
wards the soviet and a violation of 
the assurances that Great Britain 
gave to the Moscow government. 
One message reads: 

“Information from various sources 
gives us reason to believe that the 


intention is entertained of utilizing 


British vessels to transport General 


Wrangel and the goods he seized 
from southern Russia to other 
countries. It cannot be denied that 
participation of the British navy in 
the movements of insurgents fight- 
ing against Russia would constitute 
a hostile act on the part of the 
British government toward the Rus- 
sian government and a violation of 
the assurances the British govern- 
ment has given us on this subject 
on various occasions. 

“The Russian government expects 
that the British government will 
abstain from all acts of this Kind, 
from which the Russian government 
would draw inevitable conclusions,”

Constantinople, November 16.— 
Allied officers here praise the hero- 
ism of General Wrangel’s troops 
during the days of the Crimean dis- 
aster.

Urged by New York 
Banking Official 
200 Business Men tear 
Vital Problems Discuss- 


ed at Chamber of Com- 
merce Luncheon.

‘There is #o room in this country 
for any kind of autocracy—autoc- 
racy of government or autocracy of 
business; autocracy of capital or of 
labor; there is no room for mob 
rule or class rule,” said Austin L. 
Babcock, vice-president of the Guar- 
anty Trust company, of New York 
city, in an address at the forum 
luncheon given yesterday at the 
chamber of commerce council rooms. 
The address was heard by more than 
200 representative business men of 
Atlanta. Mitchell Dempsey, organ- 
izer, and Richard Temple, composer 
of the light opera, “The Atlantans,” 
were honor guests. 

“Deflation and its Problems,” was 
the subject of Mr. Babcock’s address, 
and his discussion of problems of 
interest to business men gripped the 
attention of the audience. 

“The process of deflation,” Mr. 
Babcock said, “is painful but neces- 
sary. The business man who blinds 
himself to the facts and refuses to 
face the issue is postponing his day 
of reckoning. The situation is 
viewed with no alarm by concerns 
and individuals who have conducted 
their affairs in a realization of the 
fact that what goes up must come 


have to pay for perishable 
or commonplace goods.

inflation. The laws of supply and 
demand are as inexorable as the 
laws of gravitation.” 


Credit and the Banks. 


In regard to the reports that 
banks have curtailed credit and 
forced liquidation, the speaker said 
that it was well to note that on 
June 30, this year, the total loans 
and discounts of all national and 
state banks showed an increase of 
six millions of dollars over the 
spi shown at the same date in 


“The banks recognize that thd re- 
quisite of the national situation was 
to move the crops and the products 
of factories to their ultimate mar- 
kets, and in order te do that, were 
forced to restrict speculative loans 
— se re resources to meet- 
ng demands ich wer 
tos Sie h e essential, 

“The revival of business,” Mr. Bab- 
cock continued, “will be dependent 
not upon political activities but upon 
the rapidity with which the recent 
reductions in wholesale prices are 
extended to retail prices.” 

Mr. Babcock said that the tnter- 
national sftuation was inevtricably 
woven into our domestic affairs. 

Our country,” he said, “is a creditor 
nation to the extent of many billions 
of dollars, We are producing enough 
in five months to last @ year, which 
makes obvious the fact that foreign 
markets must be maintained far the 
absorption of seven months’ pro- 
duction. If our production is not 
decreased we must send emissarles 
throughout the world to extend 
credit in order that broader markets 
=, be discovered and maintained.”’. 

he speaker said that. the United 
States was the second nation of the 
world in foreign investments, and 
was a creditor to the extent of about 
1t billions of dollars invested 
abroad. : 
Surplas Preducts, 

“Surplus products of the United 
States this year will be about 8,000,- 
000 bales of cotton, 300,000,000 bush- 
els of. wheat and $760,000,000 worth 
of raw material and manufactured 
products and $250,000,000 worth of 
packing house products. 

The European markets want the 
major part of the -~-“ucts, but pay- 
ment before the goods are shipped 
cannot be made- in very large 
amounts. ‘The ¢ommercial course 
for the United States to take is to 
invest capital in foreign countries 
through foreign trade financing cor- 
porations. 

Mr. Babcock said that labor, cap- 
‘tal and brains are natural partners, 
and America had rewrded that 


partnership as no other country has 


ever done. “The worker in Amer- 
ica occupies a higher industrial po- 
sition than in any other country. 
Today, labor, in the United States, 
has a first lien on all products of 
industry and practically dictates its 
own reward,” he said. 

In closing Mr. Babcock said: “In 
America lies the hope of the world. 
The United States is the heir of all 
the ages. A wor in political, social 
and industrial distress turns to us 
for performance and leadership. This 
great service can not be done until 
we have set our own house in order. 
The preparation or the service 
necessitates co-operation among all 
classes and interests in the further- 
ance of the great common end, a 
sound and fair basis of taxation, the 
development of foreign trade and a 
sane and orderly adjustment of 
prices in response to economic faw, 
increased production and greater 
savings and the conservation of 
credit. : 

“By the adoption of such a pro- 
gram, the United States can prepare 
for and accept the request of the 
world for leadership, and assure the 
progress of a civilization which for 
half a decade has seemed to tremble 
in the balance.”

UKRAINIANS FLY 


~ BEFORE RUSSIANS 


Soviet Minister Sends 
Warning Note to Britain 
on Possible Action of 
Fleet During Wrangel’s 
Evacuation. \

Warsaw, Noventber 17.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The Ukrainians 
Wave evacuated Kiev and other 
towns they had occupied, and, are 
fleeing defeated before the new 
Russian soviet offensive. The bol- 
shevik cavalry has swept through 
the Ukrainiag lines at various 
points. 

Three of General Petlura’s di- 
visions were surrounded by soviet 
troops when the Ukrainian left 
wing broke, because of bad com- 
munications. 


Copenhagen, November = 17.—M. 
Tchitcherin, the Russian soviet for- 
eign minister, has sent to Earl.Cur- 
son, the British secretary for for- 
eign affairs, a wireless message in 
which he says that participation of 
the British fleet in the evacuation 
of General Wrangel in the Crimea 
weuld constitute a hostile act to- 
wards the soviet and a violation of 
the assurances that Great Britain 
gave to the Moscow government. 
One message reads: 

“Information from various sources 
gives us reason to believe that the 


intention is entertained of utilizing 


British vessels to transport General 


Wrangel and the goods he seized 
from southern Russia to other 
countries. It cannot be denied that 
participation of the British navy in 
the movements of insurgents fight- 
ing against Russia would constitute 
a hostile act on the part of the 
British government toward the Rus- 
sian government and a violation of 
the assurances the British govern- 
ment has given us on this subject 
on various occasions. 

“The Russian government expects 
that the British government will 
abstain from all acts of this Kind, 
from which the Russian government 
would draw inevitable conclusions,”

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GERMANY KICKS 
AT THE STRENGTH 
OF OCCUPATION 


Berlin, November ,17. — Allied 
armies of occupation in Germany are 
being maintained- at a strength 
which is unnecessary, said Foreign 
Minister Simons, in a speech at 
Cologne today. . He contended the 
‘allied intention in thus keeping the 
forces in a high state of efficiency 
was not defensive, but offensive. 

The foreign minister asked the 
reason why the Rhine bridgeheads 
had been extended, why military 
bakeries capable of turning out 400,- 
000 rations daily had been establish- 
ed, why new stragetic Rhine bridges 
had been prepared, and why Belgian 
troops, equipped almost ready for 
the march, have been stationed in 
tactical positions tehind the armies 
of occupation. He declared that 
these features. of the situation gave 
the impression that territory along 
the Rhine was being used, not for 
purposes of security, but as a “jump- 
ing-off ground” for further en- 
croachments upon G@many. A warm 
protest against Germany being sa4- 
dled with the expenses of these 
armies was voiced by the foreign 
minister.

After 
the meeting most of the men remained to exchange gossip until from 
the questions asked on all sides, it was realized that the meeting 
might be turned to good account by frank discussion of the general 
financial and industrial situation. 
is where I learn something about what is at the bottom of 
all this liquidation,” the average business man said to himself. Con- 
tinuing to read, he learned that each member at the conference had 
been asked in turn the direct question if he knew personally of any 
“sore spots,” and that invariably the answer was in the negative.

. Then the reader got down to the thing he was most interested in, 
nd learned that all of the men at yesterday’s conference conceded 
_ that liquidation of commodities and securities might continue for a 
e. — that most of them believed that further liquidation. was inev- 
e; but that such liquidation would be carried on along orderly 
lines, ‘and with a minimum of disturbance. 
Opportunity for Optimistic Forecast. 


From the viewpoint of the onlooker it seems like an opportunity 
to issue a constructive reassuring statement on the general financial 
and industrial situation was thrown away. It might have been said 

frankly that sore spots did exist, but to nothing like the extent that 

- had been feared only a very short time ago; that the worst of the 

' credit strain was over; that the sensible thing for every business man 
to da was to go ahead putting his house in order by marking down 
prices, taking losses and getting back to 4 safe and sane pre-war basis. 

As liquidation was resumed today in the stock market at a violent 
rate, it must be admitted that too much or too little was made of yes- 
terday’s informal conference of brokers.

SAY KANSAS FARMER 


Charles S. Barrett Speaker 
at Farmers’ Union 
Session. 


Kansas City, Mo., November 17.— 
The Farmers’ National union, with 
representatives from twenty-seven 
States, went on’ record here today 
in favor of withholding farm prod- 
ucts from the market “until prices 
are restored to a _ profit-making 
level.” Officials of the union said 
it represented 800,000. farmers. 

Charging market manipulators 
with responsibility for a collapse in 
prices of farm products, the annual 
convention of the organization 
adopted a resolution asserting that 
farmers of the United States had 
been “robbed” of one billion dollars 
in the reduction of values of prod- 
ucts now on hand. ° 

“Market manipulation, without 
any possible relation to the law of 
Supply and demand, has robbed the 
American farmer of more than one 
billion dollars through reductions in 
values of crops and cattle now on 
hand,” the resolution read. “We 
urge all farmers to withhold this 
year’s production from the markets 
until prices are restored to a profit- 
makins level.”

Market Makes Wide 
Step After Long Rest 


. Savannah, Ga., November 17.—De- 
flation in the price of turpentine 
made a wide step today in the Sa- 
vannah market. For nearly two 
weeks the market has been entire- 
ly inactive, the last previous sales 
having been made on November 5, 
when a smal] line wag sold at $1.12. 
Before that, the last business was 
$1.20. Meanwhile, daily receipts 
caused accumulation of offerings, 
and the trade was quiet, prepared 
for a decided slump before new buy- 
ing could be expected. 

Yesterday a trading basis was 
reached at 87 cents and at that 
figure 500 casks changed hands. The 
break had beén in a measure fore- 
shadowed by some light sales kt 
Jacksonville the day before at 90 
cents. Today, there were larger 
sales in the Florida market at 87 
and 88 cents. 

The drastic decline was a result 
also of the general declining move- 
ment in commodities, and the sell- 
ing is supposed to have been more 
or less forced by holders of neces- 
sities. Turpentine, however, is still 
relatively high as referred to pre- 
war prices, and only once, previ- 
ous to this recent period, has the 
ato advanced as high as one dol- 
ar. 

The sensational movement in tur- 
pentine today was not attended by 
any active action in rosins, similar 
or otherwise. Rosins have been 
inactive for several days with all 
grades quoted nominally at $11. 
Last year rosins were well above 
twenty dollars.

The agreement reached at Fall 
River yesterday after several con- 
ferences between cotton manufac- 
turers’ and operatives’ committees 
providing for a continuance of the 
present scajJe of wages, the high- 
est in the history of the industry, 
has been greeted with much inter- 
est in union labor circles as an 
indication possibly of the attitude 
that manufacturers in other dis- 
tricts may take, regardless of the 
depressed market conditions and the 
general curtailment of the work- 
ing schedule. 

Fall River Mills.

‘In New England, the center of 
the fine cotton goods trade, where 
there are, 39,009 operatives, the pres- 
ent curtailment is reported more 


1907, the production being esti- 
mated at between 30 and 40 per cent 
of normal. 

The majority of the mills in New 
Bedford are operating on a weekly 
schedtile of three or four days, with 
part of the machinery stopped. Last 
June, New Bedford operatives were 
granted an increase in wages of 
15 per cent, making an approximate 
advance of 175 per cent over the 
pre-war. No official steps have 
been taken by the Cotton Manu- 
facturers’ association regarding a 
cut-in wages. 

Working Time Cut. 


Of the 35,000 operatives in Law- 
rence, not more than 25 per cent 
are working full time. Lowell cot- 
ton mills employing 20,000, and 
woolen mills having 3,000 operatives, 
have been running on short time 
for several weeks. The mills in 
Berkshire county are reported to 
have 30 per cent of their machin- 
ery idle. A woolen mill and a car- 
pet mill in Worcester are -shut 
down for a week and others in that 
city and elsewhere in ‘Worcester 
county are operating with reduced 
forces and on short time. One Wor- 
ecester wolen mill has cut wages 10 
per cent. About 10,000 operatives 
are affected by curtailment in silk, 
thread, plush ang other mills in 
Holyoke and Chicopee. 

Rhode Island mills are operating 
at from 50 to 60 per cent of capac- 
ity. There have been few wage 
cuts. The curtailment in mills in 
Maine has been limited in most 
cases to three or four-day sched- 
ules, none of the larger mills clos- 
ing entirely. Production in Ver- 
mont’s textile industry in Burling- 
ton and vicinity is at about one- 
third normal. Short-time schedules 
are in force in the large cotton 
mills in Manchester and Nashua, 
N. H., without wage reductions.

although there has been much talk 
in Switzerland (which has no Vol- 
stead act and where, therefore, 
imagination still runs freely) of 
vast eir-liners competent to carry 
immense cargoes of Svtiss cheese, 
carved wood, toys, music boxes and 
watches, clocks, jewelry and even 
yodlers, fat though they always 
seem to be and very heavy, to the 
remote markets of the world. 

The plan is to obtain free ports 
for Switerland in Italy at Genoa, 
in Holland at Rotterdam and in 
France at Marseilles, St. Lazaire 
and Bordeaux. From these ports an 
all-Swiss mercantile marine is to be 
operated, if the plans.carry through, 
and for the construction of this 
mercantile marine copious capital 
is said to be availoble. 

Plans Merchant Fleet. 
Thus, while Switzerland seems 
unlikely to have a water navy, 


she may have a neat little fleet of 


merchant ships, doing ner business 
exclusively and spreading her goods 
and glory from one end of the earth 
to the other. And it is proposed 
that these ships shall be sailed by 
Swiss, “as American ships must be 
sailed by Americans. It is pointed 
outthatthereisnothing about run- 
ning the engines and swabbing the 
decks of a ship which Swiss are 
not competent to learn with ease, 
and that mountaineers ought to be 
especially good as sailors in time 
of storm when waves run moun- 
tain high. 

This creation of/a Swiss mercan- 
tile marine has reached a very seri- 
ouse stage. The Union for Swiss 
ized as a stock company, with a 
capital of 100,000,000 francs (Swiss) 
or about $20,000,000, andit has been 
officially decided that one-half of 
this capital shall be taken up by 
the Swiss government. 

That seems to be sufficient to 
Suarantee at least the realization 
of the enterprise as an experiment. 
The Swiss are to have a chance as 
sailors'on their own merchant ships, 
and after that has come to pass 
‘what foreign admiral will dare get 
up at adinner of sea dogs and 
crack ribald jokes about the “Swiss 
navy?” Would not such a man be 
fearful, the next time he put to 
sea, of attack from some unex- 
pectedly materializing battleship 
named, for example, “Jungfrau?” Or 
perhaps a submarine named ‘Mat- 
terhorn?” 

And Swiss water communication 
with the outside world, enabling 


her to ship her freight to and take 
her imports from her new vessels at 


low rates, without paying the 
mighty tributes which hitherto 
have been exacted bp French, Ger- 
man and Italian railway linés, 
seems, now, to be equally certain. 
All sorts of projects are under way 
which would give Switzerland canal 
access to the outside world and of 
these one or more may be called 
likely to be MBrought to actual 
fruition. 

The lesson the war for 
Switzerland was .hat the upper- 
most, Rhone must be made navi- 
gable for river boats, so that 
Switzerland, in future, need not be 
} wholly dependent .on the Rhine. 
There is but the difference between 
an “o” and an “i” between them) 
apparently, but a study of the map 
will show you that it’s more than 
that. These ‘contentions of certain 
leaders (anti-German) among the 
Swiss were loudly echoed by 
French leaders deeply interested in 
Swiss affairs, who declared that 
she must be given every assistance 


in the project of canalizing the 
Rhone, which would enable her to 
run barges with her freight to and 
through France to the sea, 


Newspapers Comment. 


For eve column of argument fn 
French-Swiss ne\spapers for the 
French idea of e Rhone there 
were two columns of argument in 
the German-Swiss newspapers for 
the German idea of the Rhine. Ger- 
many’s Rhine traffic with Switzer- 
land in the German-influenced 
Swiss press became vociferous, but 
the Rhone project undoubtedly is 
popular with the majority of the 
Swiss, today, for German stock 
went down with a @ull thud when 
German courage faNered and the 
armistice was asked r. ; 
Plans for the devel@pment of the 
upper Rhone into a gavigable 
stream have been prepared careful- 
ly and are entirely practical, un- 
doubtedly, from an engineering 
point of view, but it seems likely 
that, for some approaching years, 
during which it is believed that ac- 
tual money will remain quite tight 
in Europe, no matter how freely 
Germang may be willing to pass out 
depreciated marks, these plans will 
not be realized. The cost. of the 
great Rhane canal would be enorm- 
ous. 

The development of traffic on the. 
Rhine seems by far the easiest way 
for Switzerland to reach: the sea 
with barge cargoes. In favorable 
seasons, that js in seasons of ‘good 
height for river water, it-has been 
possible for Switzerland to send 
cargoes down to Basle by. barge. In 
1913 97,000 tons of goods’ were 
moved thus by the upper Rhine and 
there were prospects of a much in- 
creased traffic the next year. It 
was the kaiser who said “‘no” to it 
by starting that merry private war 
with Belgium which later on be- 
came so very public with the whole 
wide. world. 2 

‘Basle Prepared.. 

Basle, encouraged by the pros- 
pects of a fine new trade, made 
great preparations for receving and 
handling it, and was prapared, when 
the wer began, to furnish many new 
docks and basins and to contribute 
largely to the cost of opening the
